mented with figures of the heroes of the
“Pickwick Papers” sold for prices varying
from £28 to £61; from which it appears that
Mr. Piokwick is held to be just three times
as valuable as Winkle. The most remark.
able price, however, was given for o stulfed
raven, the bird being, as we are told, the
original; of “*Grip" in “‘Barnaby ltudge,” and
selling in consequence for 120 guineas. The
ravem, we are informed, wag not a very meri-
torions animal himself; and thongh we must
confess ourselves {o be anything but compe-
tent judges of the value of stufted ravens,
we presume that he must have sold for at
loast 240 times his natnral valune, Never was
raven 8o highly honored before, We should
commend the anecdota to the consideration
of Mr. Barnum, if that enterprising person
#till honors the world with his presence, and
would suggest to him the propriety of dis-
covering the original of Edgar Poe'sraven, If
& still more daring flight of imgination be
within his powers, perbaps he might discover
the bird of which Shakespeare was thinking
when he telked about the hoarse raven who
croaked the fatal entrance of Dnnean.

That is what his
most zealons admirers wonld scarcely claim,
Ie attacked certain abuses without always
nnderstanding them wvery thoroughly: he
gavo utterance to the good commonplace
middle.class sentiment —to that kind of doa-
trine which people have in their minds when
they propose to provide a sound Christianity
out every dogma to which any
particular sect objeots, and which may be

| defined as the enltivation of ‘‘geniality,” and

the avoidance of all the deeper and more
melancholy emotions. 1t was his chief fanlt
that he played with sentimental situations in
a way that seems to imply an absence of very
profound feeling. e fails to he truly
paibetie, becanse we do not see the agony
wrung out of a strong man by the inevitabla
wrongs and sorrows of the world, but the
ensy yielding of a nature that rather likes a
litlfe gentle weaping. Mr. Pickwick, with
his love of maunkind, stimuleted by milk.
unch, is not the most elevated type of phi-
anthropy, though it is one which is unfortu.

In these
respects Mr. Dickens' inilnence tended
rather towards a softening of the moral fibre

peachable. No doubt the tendency to such

Bection 1. The Select and Common Councils
of the Uity of Philadelphia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphia be and he 1 hereby
authorized to borrow, at not less than par, on
the credit of the city, from time to time, for &
House of Correction, five hundred thousand
dollars, for which interest, not to exceed the
rate of six per ceni, per annum, shall be pald
half yearly on the first days of January and
July, at the office of the City Treasurer. The
principal of #aid loan shall be payable and paid
at the expiration of thirty years from the date
of the same, and not belore, without the consent
of the holders thareof: and the certificates
thercfor, in the usual form of the certificates of
city loan, shall be fssued In such amounts as the
lenders may require, but not fer any fractional
vart of one hundred dollars, or, il required
in amounts of five hundred or one thousand

| dollars; and it shall be expressed in said certifi-

cates that the loan therein mentioned and the
interest thereof are payable free from all taxes.
